Of A Feud 



Seattle's Former Chief of Police 
Killed By John W. Con- 
sldine. 



They Meet in a Drug Store and 
Both Open Fire On 
Sight. 



Meredith Shot Through the Heart 
8nd His Opponent Slightly 
Wounded. 



Seattle, June 25. — As an outcome of 
one of tin' bitterest fights ever known in 
Seattle police history and long-standing 
personal reud, John W. Oonsidine shot 
and instantly killed William L. ..lore 
ditlt, ex-chief (,!' police of Seattle, this 
afternoon at 5 o'clock, in Guy's drug 
store. 

For years Considine and Meredith 
have hated each other, although they 
Were formerly great friends. 

Considine said Meredith was using his 
official position to ruin L'ousidine's Imsi- 
llit<s, that of a variety theatre, and filed 
charges witli tlie mayor, accusing Mere- 
dith of being n bribe-taker. 

The council appointed a committee to 

investigate. The commit finished its 

labor a few days ago. Before the re- 
port was submitted to the council tin- 
mayor called for .Meredith's resignation, 
which was handed in. 

Today's trageny was not unionised for, 
as both men went tinned, and were look- 
ing lor each other. Although stories 
conflict somewhat, the weight id' evi- 
dence is to the effect that. Meredith open- 
ed lire without notice with a cut-on 
double-barrelled shotgun, loaded with 
buck-shot. Considine was wounded on 
the head, hut not seriously. 

Meredith was hit in three places. One 
ball pierced his heart, one entered his 
neck and the third passed through his 
body. 

The drug store at the time of the 
shooting was crowded with people, and 
one bystander was shot through the arm 
by a stray bullet. Meredith was killed 
while siruirglitig with John ('onsiiline 
and Tom Considine, who had come to his 
brother's aid. 

Considine was nt once arrested by 
Sheriff Cudaheo, and two police officers 
who were in the drug store when the 
fatal shuts Wore tired. lie was taken to 
police headquarters, and from there 
transferred to the county jail in n close 
carriage, avoiding a lynching oC which 
there was some tall; In" the great crowd 
which gathered about the scene of the 
shooting. 

Considine anil Meredith hud been mor- 
tal enemies for about three years, al- 
though they were prior to that time 
linn personal friends and associated to- 
gether ia the tlteatrieul business in Spo- 
kane. Meredith, who resigned his otliee 
last Saturday on account of pressure 
brought to hear upon him by Mayor 
Humes, was a city detective before being 
made chief. While I'j the subordinate 
position, he and Considine never spoke, 
but avoided open battle. After Mere- 
dith was made chief. 'however, he served 
notice on Considine that the latter could 
not remain in the city, nnd do business 
and followed up the threat by making 
several police orders which affected Con- 
sidiue's business. In retaliation Con- 
sidine publicly made charge* of corrup- 
tion in oilice against Meredith, and r.^- 
iterated them until the "Law and Order 
League" took the matter up and called 
lor a council investigation of tlie police 
department. A eouwil committee in- 
vestigated and last Friday night made 
a report, to Mayor Humes advising the 
removal of Meredith .and one of his de- 
tectives, C. W. Wnppeiistoin. Mavor 
II nines thereupon requested .Meredith's 
resignation. 

It was thought by the fri-nds of Ind.h 
loo", that shooting would Tollow Mere- 
dith's removal from olllce, ami the trag- 
edy of today was not unexpected.

Steamer Kamakura Maru, the large 
four-masted liiuyr of 0,123 tons, whose 
three decks and huritieaiie deck stand up 
above the wharf like a great four-story 
ion- of metal houses, arrived from the 
Orient last night. Shu brought eight 
saloon passengers, who were: Lieut. 
II. It. Mt-Gill, .Major Jeffreys, Col. and 
Mis. 11. Frit/., W. S. Hill ami li. B. 
l'yscnt, togetlier with two Japanese. 
There were IS iirtermedintc anil J- steer- 
age, lour of whom landed here and one 
was refused landing, failing to pass the 
test. Un her way over tlie Kntiinltura 
[Hissed a sealing schooner bound this 
way ;it (i a. in., on the 20th, which will 
probably be the Boreniis from Japan for 
this port. The weather has been good, 
the winds being variable and light. An 
average cargo was brought, of Which -Hi 
tons were landed here. The steamer 
Kaga Slum, which follows tho Kamii' 
Ultra, is even larger than this vessel, 
and when she arrives on July lu, will be 
tlie largest vessel (hut has entered this 
port. Tlie Kamakura sails from here 
outward mi tin- bth of July and the Kaga 
is due tlie following day. 

News of the detention of the Empress 
of China was brought bv the Kamakura. 
She was held ill .Nagasaki owing to 
plague, a Fteerago passenger from Hong- 
kong being the victim, but cable advices 
received here yesterday report that she 
sailed on the 2L'nd from Nagasaki and 
from Yokohama on the o;ird for this 
port. She is due oil duly it being the 
intention to make a coord nip of ten 
days. The Japanese liner which came 
in last night brought her mails. Plague 
is very serious at Hongkong. 

News was received from Llnelpnrt de- 
tailing the massacre of oyer 3(10 French 
converts by Koreans. The converts, it 
seems, with two French missionaries, all 
armed witli lilies, lired on the natives 
when holding a meeting, and the natives 
retaliating, killed oil natives, ami on a 
later occasion over 230, the French mis- 
sionaries taking refuge with the gover- 
nor. An escape made his way to a tel- 
egraph station and notified the French 
liiini.-ter at Seoul mid warships were 
sent.

Al- 
though when he left here he wrote let- 
ters thanking the brokers, shipping 
agents, boarding house keeper, and oth- 
ers who assisted him in getting ready 
lor sea. all of which spoke in glowing 
terms of i he work of the recipients of 
the loiters, under the siune date the 
captain wrote to the Liverpool board of 
trade, complaining of unfair treatment 
here in his having been charged a fee 
of .'sill for each man secured for him, as 
is customary in supplying crews to all 
ships, and which is a fee of a sixth to 
a tenth less than that paid at United 
States coast ports.

but let us hope that just ns they after 
they bad reached the limits of their con- 
tinental expansion, began to turn their 
attention to the sea, with the result that 
their navy is taking a high place among 
the Beets ot" the world, so Canadians 
may now come to realize that their whole 
duty <i< >f.s not consist in building rail- 
ways, but that there is a sphere of 
energy for them on the ocean, which as 
members of the Empire they ought not 
to neglect. 

We hope to see the Victoria brarietl of 
the Navy League accomplish sonic prac- 
tical results. We suggest, as a subject 
for consideration, the coast, waters of 
British Columbia. This is a very re- 
markable coast. There is perhaps no 
other quite comparable to it in some re- 
spects. The League may be able to dis- 
cover some means whereby the people, 
and especially the young people may be 
familiarized with the chief feature of 
that very remarkable front, which Can- 
ada presents to the Pacific ocean. 



AS TO CLASSES. 

Senator Macd'onald has felt it to be his 
duty to comment upon the observation 
made in yesterday's Colonist to tile effect 
that some of those who voted against 
the High School by-law, did so because 
they were averse to encouraging "the 
lower classes" to seek a higher educa- 
tion. He is under the impression that 
the individuals who expressed them- 
selves thus should bo mentio I by 

name and pillowed in the full view of 
the public. Such is no*, ro our mind the 
wisest way of dealing with persons who 
hold reactionary ideas. In the first 
place, they have just as much right to 
their opinion as we have to think other- 
wise, ami no newspaper has a right to 
single out private citizens by name and 
hold them up to public contempt. In 
the second place, any person charged 
with expressing such ideas would he very 
likely to claim that he was misrepresent- 
ed, because prominence was not given to 
something else he may have said at the 
time. The proper way. in our humble 
judgment, to deal with such people, is 
to hold a mirror up to them, that they 
may see themselves as others see them, 
and that is what the Colonist tried to do. 

Senator Maedonald thinks it necessary 
to assure us that it was not this opinion 
which Influenced all those who opposed 
the by-law. We did not suggest that it 
was. We are a little too closely in 
touch with public opinion to suppose for 
one moment that it was. Hut we know 
that there was opposition, be it much or 
little, to the by-law on the part of people 
who profess to think themselves better 
than their neighbors and question the 
right of the latter to attempt to scale the

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

Interesting Meeting Held Monday- 
Lecture on the Honey Bee. 

The meeting of the Natural History 
society Monday evening, was of un- 
usual interest. Tin; secretary read a 
number of replies to a circular letter 
asking for papers from the members, and 
from the nature of the responses the 
society is assured .of a long series of 
valuable contributions, during the coin 
ing mouths. The president submitted 
for examination a beautiful specimen 
obsidian arrowhead found at Cadhoro 
Bay, although in all probability it i> 
not of local origin. Mr. Atkinson pre- 
sented a mastodon tooth taken from 
Hunker creek, Yukon, by his son. Mr. 
Wallace submitted a specimen of Alio- 
trop a Y'igata, a plant belonging to tin 
same family as the Indian pipe plant. 

Mr. .1. It. Anderson read a letter from 
Dr. Fletcher, Ottawa, in reference 
a cricket found at Chemainus, which 
Dr. Scudder identified as a very lim 
specimen of a very rare species. 

The president, Canon liennlands, read 
an article from the Literary Digest, de- 
scribing a rare ruminant still existing 
in Uganda, which is allied in species 
to the giraffe and is apparently the liv- 
ing representative of the Nelladitherium 
of (5 recce, the fossil remains of wihaeh 
were unearthed in the middle of last cen- 
tury. The importance of the discovery 
is very great from a scientific point of 
view, ami is wonderful from the fact 
that it has remained so long unknown 
to the world. Stanley heard of it from 
tin- natives, but it remained for Sir 
Harry Johnston, special commissioner 
to the Uganda— by the way, a nephew of 
Mr. P. T. Johnston, seedsman. Victoria- 
to bring it to light through his efforts 
and a specimen is now en route to th 
British museum.

portions of which it is idle to estimate, 
but which in any event will cause a 
great increase in the Pacific coast popu- 
lation of North America, and will per- 
mit of the profitable employment of a 
large amount of capital by the Eastern 
people. 

In the Eastern United States we have 
conditions similar to those in Eastern 
Canada. The foreign trade of the Unit- 
ed States increased during the last year 
for which we have returns about $320.- 

000. 000, the total exceeding two billions 
of dollars. Our own foreign trade is 
ind much more than the increase of the 
United States for one year, but the pro- 
portions per head are very gratifying. 
If our population may lie called li.000,- 
000 our foreign trade is .fully .Slid per 
bead, while that of the United States 
is about .S'jr. per head, or perhaps slight- 
ly more if we bad the figunis down to 
date. With their enormous foreign 
trade, and with the largest stock of 
go'nl in the treasury ever known, the 
silii | im en I of gold to Europe is no longer 
a menace to the financial situation. The 
country is saving enorinpusly and spend- 
ing a smaller proi>ortion on railroads, 
public improvements, plant and other 
betterments than ever before, and as a 
natural outcome it is becoming the bust 
market for its own securities, which 
me gradually finding their way back 
from Europe. The one serious menace 
to the general prosperity of the United 
States is the discontent of the working 
men and the fear nf strikes on the part 
of employers. That this acts as a par- 
alysis nn many kinds of enterprise there 
is unfortunately no room for doubt. 

Although Canada resembles the Unit- 
ed States in some things we are not 
near the end of our expenditure on 
railroads, canals and other public im- 
provements. We have but commenced. 
We do not wish to refer too persistent- 
ly to the subject of transportation, but 
we have not yet succeeded in solving 
many of the problems which have been 
prominently before us for the past few 
years. We still require better elevator 
urn! shipping facilities at Montreal and 
conditions more satisfactory to the 
marine insurance coin panics in the 
<iulf of St. Ijnwrence."" For our Pacific 
trade we require not mints or assay 

1. tlb-es. but transportation facilities, 
which will make Vancouver or Victoria 
:i more desirable port than Seattle as 
the southern terminus of the great 
coastwise trade with Alaska and the 
Yukon district. In both traos-Atlantic 
and trniiK-Pnciftc trade, if we are to ob- 
tain the share to which we are entitled 
by our products and our geographical 
position, we must bestir ourselves. 
The problem as a whole does not ho-

It 
seems to me that the management are 
fully warranted, especially after such u 
splendid year, in making this appropri- 
at ion. 

At the suggestion of the chairman, Mr. 
Hummer gave some information respect- 
ing (he fund, its financial position and 
the annual contributions from the bank 
and the staff, and the motion b"ing sec- 
onded by Mr. Walter S. Lee, was car- 
ried unanimously, 

Mr. Edward Martin, K. C, moved the 
following resolution: That, the thanks 
of the meet ing are due, and arc hereby 
tendered, to the president, vice-president 
and other directors for their careful at- 
tention to the interests of the bank dur- 
ing the past year. 

I need scarcely say that we all feel this 
to be the best, as well as the most im- 
portant, year in the bank's history, and 
we are sure such splendid results have 
been gained only by great care and labor 
on the part of the hoard. It must be 
gratifying to them to know that not only 
are their own shareholders pleased, but 
that, as I believe, all who an? interest- 
ed in the prosperity of Canada feel that 
the important step which the bank has 
taken is of great importance to the whole 
community. We fee] proud that the 
Bank of Commerce was in a position to 
lake advantage nf the opportunity which 
I presented itself. I look forward to see 
I the bank take its place not only among 
j the lending banks of Oannda, but 
among the leading banks of the world. 
It was. 1 think, only reasonable that 
! the shareholders should carefully and 
| willingly assent, as they have done, to

I 
come into contact with their officers 
daily, and I lcar them spoken of on all 
hands in (he highest terms. 

Mr. dames Cratlicrn— Having been n 
director since 1883. I can speak of the 
exceptionally arduous duties which have 
fallen upon the general manager, the 
assistant general manager and the. mem- 
bers of th-' stalT. during the year just 
clo-ed i feel thai in no previous year 
have the shareholders owed a greater 
ib Id to the otlleers of the bank. 

The resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed. 



The General Manager — I have agaim 
to thank you for your kind resolution, 
ami I wish especially to thank Mr. 
Blnikie and Mr. Langmuir for their per- 
sonal remarks. Tile year lias been a 
very arduous one, indeed, to myself and! 
to Mr. Pluuimer, but wc would not like 
it to be supposed that it was more so to 
us than to the other otlleers of the bank. 
If wc had not taken over the business of 
the Bank of British Columbia it would 
have been a year of great growth and 
strenuous effort in any case. Our staff 
now numbers 575 men. It is a good staff, 
witli a strong feeling of esprit, composed 
of men who will do their part. The 
work that has been done and is still go- 
ing on could not he done except by a 
strong body of men who desire above nil 
things the prosperity of the bank.
